crawford, late Regius Profeſſor of 3 Hiſtory in the Univer- 
ity of Edinburgh, from the Cotten Lib. Veſpaſ. C *. xvi. p. 41, 
we have thought it not amiſs to print it exactly, with all the lega- 
cies, C. omitted as above, and here marked by hooks. The 
Profeflor' conceives part of it is written by Naue, her Secretary, 
the reſt in her own: hand.

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very juſtly, and diſtributing her little property with great conſi- 
deration, not ſo much of their deſerts as their wants, leſs to 
theſe who had been gainers by her ſervice, than to thoſe who, 
having little or nothing, might be in danger of falling into po- 
rverty. She would not have them all lie at the mercy of re- 
ceivers, farmers, or treaſurers; but that thoſe whom ſhe had 
the greateſt regard for might be ſecured, ſhe appointed their 
portions out of that part of her property which was moſt ready, 
and beſt ſecured®, and conſequently could not fail, The reſt, 
though not leſs ſecure, was not ſo ready. She appointed for 
executors the duke of Guiſe, her couſin-german, the archbiſhop 
of Glaſgow +, her ambaſſador, the biſhop of Roſs 1 (I think) her 
high-almoner, Monſieur de Ruyfleau, her chancellor; four per- 
ſons certainly worthy to execute the will of ſuch a princeſs: the 
firſt and principal for power and ability, the two biſhops for their 
conſcienciouſneſs and piety, and the laſt for his knowledge of 
buſineſs.

«HAVING, by the divine permiſſion, for my ſins I believe, 
thrown myſelf into the arms of this Queen my couſin, where L 
have many enemies, above twenty years ſince, I am, at length, 
by her and her parliament, condemned to die; and having aſked 
for my papers, which they have taken away, in order to make 
ny will, I cannot get back any that were of uſe to me, nor obtain 
kave to make a free will, nor, that after my death, my body ſhould 
be conveyed according to my deſire into your kingdom, where I 
have had the hondur to be a een, your ſiſter, aud: ancient ally.

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This day, after dinner, my ſentence, without longer reſ it

ing, as a criminal. I have not had time to enlarge on what kas 
paſt; but if you pleaſe to aſk my phyſician, and theſe my other 
afflicted ſervants, you will hear the truth, and that, thanks be 
to God, I deſpiſe death, and faithfully proteſt that I meet it 
innocent of every crime; were I their ſubject which 1 never 
was. The catholic religion and the defence of the right which 
God has given me to this crown are the two points of my con- 
demnation. Yet they will not permit me to ſay that I died for 
my religion, but for fear of making a change in theirs; and for 
a. proof of it they have taken from me my almoner, who, 
though he is in the houſe, I cannot obtain leave for him to 
come and confeſs me, and give me the communion at my death ; 
but they are very preſſing that I ſhould receive comfort and in- 
ſtruction from their miniſter brought hither for that purpoſe. 
The bearer of this, and his companions, moſt of them your 
ſubjects, will inform you of my behaviour in my laſt moments. 
It remains that I beſeech you as the moiſt Chriſtian King, my 
brother-in-law, my ancient ally, and who have done me the 
great honor to proteſt that you love me, that on this occaſion 
you would give proof in all theſe points of 'your virtuous diſpo- 
ſition; the one out of charity relieving me of what to diſcharge 
myſelf and my conſcience I cannot do without you, to reward my 
afflicted ſervants, by leaving them their wages; the other in 
praying to God for a Queen who has horne the name of Moſt 
Chriſtian, and dies a Catholic, and bereft of all her poſſeſſions. 
As for my ſon, I recommend him to you as far as he ſhall de- 
ferve your favour, for I cannot anſwer for him : but for my 
ſervants I beſeech you with folded hands. I have taken the 
liberty to ſend you two ſtones of rare virtue. for health, wiſhing 
you may enjoy it uninterrupted with long and happy life. You

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It is to be ubſtitved, that in her will and ner l laſt requeſts her 
Majeſty: 'wtote ſome things obſcurely, for fear if the Engliſh ſaw 
them they might underſtand” them, and detain. them, having 
explained them to her ſervants to relate when they came to 
France. She wrote alſo a letter to the duke de Guiſe, full of 

pity and commiſeration. She ſealed up none of the above writ- 
ings, that her moſt faithful ſervants on whom ſhe depended at 
all events might have a duplicate to make uſe of in caſe the ori- 
ginal was loſt. As to her Will, ſhe aſked how ſhe ſhould 
cloſe and ſettle it : upon which the ſaid Monſieur Bourgoin de- 
fired her not to ſign it, or cloſe it up ſo ſoon, becauſe, perhaps, in 
two or three hours ſhe might recollect ſomething which ſhe would 
be ſorry to have forgotten; but with great concern ſhe delayed 
the cloſing it, ſaying, ſhe would not return to it again, nor think 
any more on the affairs of this world; but only pray to God, and 
think of her conſcience. But ſhe was again deſired to let one 
of her women put it up in a box till the morning, without any 
one knowing what ſhe had written. 

Next morning, after ſhe was up and dreſſing, Bourgoin, fear- 
ing her abſent ſervants might complain of her if they were not 
ſatisfied with the will, and might perſuade themſelves that he 
had added or diminiſhed, he defired her to ſend for them all, 
and read it before them, declaring that ſuch was her will, that 
ſhe had made it herſelf, that every one ſhould fullfill it, and take 
patiently what ſh&could do, that ſhe hoped they would find friends 
on her account. Then ſhe fi gned it, and put it into the hands of 
Bourgoin, charging him to deliver it to the Duke of Guiſe, her 
principal executor. Meantime Madamoiſelles Beauregard and Mau- 
briere thought themſelves alone forgotten in it, and told Bour- 
goin and Gorion to mention it to her Majeſty; who took back 
her will, and in the firſt blank margin wrote her intentions. 
Being then told, That, ber dene Was n and * 5 
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knew his character, ſhe anſwered that he was very well rewarded, 
that ſhe could not give benefices and money both, but for his 
ſatis faction ſhe wrote in another blank place of her will, that 
her two prebends ſhould be given to him. 

After the execution was over, the hall cleared, and the ſcaf- 
fold taken away, the almoner was permitted to come out of his 
room, and come with the reſt of the ſervants, . before whom 
and Mr. Melvin the Queen's will was read; for they had not 
heard it before. 

All the legacies of cloaths and jewels to the ſervants were 
taken from them at Paris, on the falſe claim of money lent to 
their miſtreſs by a certain Engliſhman as ſoon as they landed 
there x.?“ 

This - particular detail lag the Will of this unfortunate 
Princeſs is a direct confutation of the aſſertion of her having, by 
her will, declared the king of Spain her ſucceſſor, if any confu- 
tation were neceſſary to ſuch an inconſiſtent fable +. 


It is plain, that what Dr. Robertſon and we have printed from 
the Cotton Library were only looſe notes on ſeparate {lips of paper, 
for a rough draught of a will, ſome time before her trial, We 
have given a fac ſimile engraving of that part which is written 
with her own hand, as alſo of the beginning and end of one of her 
letters written alſo with her own hand, and preſerved in the ſame 
collection.

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The arable land was twelve carucates ; of. this land, two hides 
with three carucates were in demeſne; and three ſervants, nine- 
teen villanes, a prieft, and fix cottagers had nine carucates, 
There was a mill of viii s. yearly rent, and forty acres of 
meadow ; a wood a mile long, and:nine furlongs broad; when 
taxed, and not hunted in by the king, it was worth xs. This 
lordſhip, in the reign.of king Edward, had been Turchil's free- 
hold, and valued at viii l. but was now rated at xii l. 

Judith was daughter of Lambert de Lens, by Maud ducheſs of 
Albemarle, maternal ſiſter to William the Conqueror, and mar- 
ried to Waltheof, ſon of the famous earl Siward, by Elfleda, 
daughter of earl Aldred, a man of great wealth and military 
proweſs ', but ſuffering himſelf to be engaged in a conſpiracy 
for dethroving William, notwitſtanding he afterwards revealed 
it to his confeſſor, and his confeſſor to the king, he was be- 
headed at Wincheſter, and buried in the highway, but ſoon after. 
taken up and interred in the chapter- houſe of Croyland abbey, 
to which he had been a benefactor, and where his innocence was 
atteſted by miracles. Ingulphus * ſeruples not to charge his 
death on his wife, who affected a ſecond marriage, but refuſing 
the match propoſed to her by her uricle with Simon de St. Liz, a 
Norman nobleman, becauſe he was lame of one of his legs, 
the king married him to Maud her daughter by Waltheof ;, and 
gave him the earldoms of Northampton and Huntingdon, with

Her father 4. After Simon's deceaſe, Maud his relict married David 
king of Scorland, who by virtue of this marriage became ſeiſed

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of Fodringey manor, and of the earldom of Huntingdon by 
grant from Henry I. *. In Henry IIs reign, theſe ſix hides 
in Fodrengeye were certified to be of the fee of king David. 
Succeſſor to David was 1 earl of Huntingdon, from whom 
this lordſhip deſcended to his ſons, Malcolm and William, ſuc- 
eſſively kings of Scotland, ON David afterwards earl of Hunt- 
ingdon, by gift from his brother William. In the fourteenth 
year of king John *, this. David was required to give up Fo- 
theringay caſtle to the crown; but not complying with the 
royal command, the ſheriff was directed to raiſe the Poe Comi- 
zatus, with the · townſmen of Northampton, and by force of 
arms compel him to ſurrender it. He died in the third year 
of Henry III. and was ſucceded in his eſtate and honours by

de Fortibus earl of Albemarle, who married ' Chriſtian daughter 


to Alan earl of Galloway, and Margaret the elder ſiſter of the 
faid John Scot, and to Dervorguilla ſiſter to the ſaid Chriſ- 
tian, the wife of John de Balliol. In the twenty-ſecond year 
of this reign , the manors of Foderingay and Yarwell were 
given up by William earl of Albemarle to Robert de Quincy 
and Elena his wife, counteſs of - Cheſter and Huntingdon, which 
Elena had livery of them, as part of the poſſeſſions whereof 
John Scot her firſt huſband died ſeiſed, to hold till ſuch time as a 
ſufficient dowry ſhould be affigned her. But John Scott leay- 
ing only female beirs, and the king taking into conſideration 
the royal prerogatives belonging to the earldom of Cheſter , in 
the twenty-ninth of his reign, ſeized It into his hands, alledging- 
2S a Teaſon, ne tam præclara dominatio inter colos eminarim 
dividi contingeret; and gave the other lands to his coheirs in 
exchange for it.

Fr caſtle and manor 
or Foderinghey were in the hands of Mary, relict of Aymer 
de Valence earl of Pembroke, to whom they were granted, after 
the deceaſe of the eafl of Richmond, for the term of her life, 
and upon whole demiſe” they were to deſcend to William de 
Bobun, earl of "Northampton * — By the inquiſition then taken, 
it was certiſied that the caſtle, with a certain tower, was well 
built of ſtone, walled in, embatteled, and encompaſſed with a 
good mote. Within it was one large hall, two chambers, two 
chapels, a kitchen and bakehouſe, 'built- all of fone, with a 
porter's lodge and chamber over it, and a draw- bridge beneath;

over it; the ſite of the whole contained ten acres. It was alſo

The biſhops and abbots went two or three 
miles before, to prepare the churches for the reception of the 
prince, in pontgfcalibut.

After the ſuppreſſion of chauntries and colleges, this college 
was given in Edward the Sixth's reign to the duke of North- 
umberland, when, with the choir of the church, it was pulled 
down. After the execution of this nobleman, it came again 
into the hands of the crown *; and in the fifth and ſixth of 
Philip and Mary, the ſite of it, with the demeſne lands, Weſt-

her ſervant, prefenting himſelf on his knees, bewailing not only hers, but alſo his 
own niitsfortune, that he was to be a ſad reporter to Scotland of her death: then 
with ſome flux of tears ſhe comforted him, that he ſhould ſhortly ſee the troubles 
of Mary Stuart have an end; ſending by him her commands to her ſon, and bid- . 
ding him tell him, that ſhe had done nothing prejudicial to his kingdom of Scot- 
land Ca]. Then addrefling herſelf to the commiſſioners, ſhe told them, © that ſhe had 
certain requeſts to make to them, viz. that a certain ſum of money might be paid 
to one Curle her fervant, which Sir Amyas Pawlet had knowledge of. That her 
ſervants might enjoy ſach legacies as by her will ſhe had bequeathed unto them. 
That they might be fairly uſed, and ſafely ſent into their own country.” To the firſt 
Sir Amyas Pawlet gave his teſtimony and promife : the reſt were alſo promiſed and 
ed. Yet,” ſaid the queen of Scots, © I have one requeſt more to make, that 
you would ſuffer my fervants to be about me at my death.” To which the commiſ- 
foners returned a refuſal, the earl of Kent ſaying, © that their preſence would be a 
diſturbance to her, and beſides he feared there would be ſome. ſuperſtition practiſed 
in preſſing to dip their handkerchiefs in her bloud.” My Lord,” ſaid the queen, << 1 
will paſs my word they fhall do no ſuch things. Alas, poor fouls, it will do them 
good to bid their miſtreſs farewell: * miſtreſs (meaning queen Elizabeth) being 
a maiden queen, for womanhoods ſake would not deny me this courteſy, and IK now 
the hath not ſo ſtraightened your commiſſion, but that you might grant me more 
than this, if I were of a far meaner condition.” Whereupon the Commiſſioners 
conſulted, and granted her the nomination of ſix perſons to be with her: ſo ſhe no- 
minated four men, Melvin, her apothecary, her chirurgeon, and another old man; 
and two women which uſed to lie in her chamber. After this ſhe proceeded to- 
wards the great hall in the caſtle, Melvin bearing up her train, two gentlemen of 
vir Amyas Pawlet's, on each hand one, and Mr. Andrews the ſheriff going before, 
Ide ſcaffold at the upper end of the hall was two foot high and twelve foot broad, 
hanged with black ; and the ſeemed to mount it with as much willingneſs as eaſe; 
and took her feat, the earls of Shrewſbury and Kent ſtanding. on her right band, 
Mr. Andrews the ſheriff on her left, and the two executioners oppoſite before her.

The executioners were diſ- 
miſſed with fees, not having any thing that was hers. Her body, with the head, was

The caſtle of Fotheringhay was at that time, by leaſe from queen Elizabeth, in 
the hands of Sir William Fitz-Williams, of Milton, in the ſame county, who was 
one of. the queen's penſioners, who by reaſon of his relation to the place was ſent 
to by the Commiſhoners, that he ſhould come and guard them in his caſtle : this 
was required of him the firſt time that the commiſſioners came, in October before, 
for the queen's examination and trial; but Sir William Fitz-Williams refuſing, be- 
cauſe he was not fummoned by,order from the queen, the commiſſioners procured 
ſuch order, and by virtue thereof ſummoned him again, which he obeyed. This 
gave him opportunities of viſiting ſometimes. the queen of Scots, and converſing 
with her, wherein he deported himſelf with ſuch reſpective civility and courteſy, - 
that the queen, a little before her death, gave him many thanks, and told him ſhe 
had nothing to requite his kind uſage withal, but, if he pleaſed to accept of her ſon's 
picture, hanging at her bed's-head, he ſhould take it; which he did, and his ſuc- 
ceſſors do ſtill enjoy it. : | | 9 
Thus died Mary the unfortunate queen of Scots (a woman, for her parts, fit to be 
a queen) in the fix and fortieth year of her age, and the eighteenth of her continu- 
ance in England, in a fair poſſibility of ſpinning the thread of her life to a greater 
length, had fate been as propitious to her as nature.

Upon . Tueſday; being the firſt of Auguſt, were the funerals appointed to be 
celebrated for the Scotiſn queen, in the cathedral church of Peterburgh ; and ac- 
cordingly there were ſent . thither, from the court, the - queen's © houſhold 
officers ;, ta make preparation for the diet, Mr. Dorrel and Mr. Cox; for the funeral 
offices, Mr. Forteſcue, maſter of the great wardrobe : the heralds came down three 
or four days before, and appointed. (together with the biſhop and. the dean) the place 
for the body to be interred, which was deviſed over againſt the r

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Katherine; near to the tomb of John laſt Abbor, and firſt biſhop of chat 
There was a rich hearſe erected above the firſt ſtep of the — to hed | 
of the burial, and the whole quite and church were hanged with black. Upon 
Sunday at night, the thirtieth of July, the body was brought by torch: light from 
the caſtle of Fotheringhay (where it had lain fince the time of execution, bei 
the eighth of Februaty before) by Garter king at arms, and other heralds, with 
ſome number of horſe, in a chariot made of purpofe, coveted with black velvet 
Aud adorned with her enfigns accordingly, between one and two of the clock in 
the night: where attended for it, before the church, the biſhop of Pererburgh 
and the dean of the cathedral church, the maſter of the wardrobe, Clarentius king 
at arms, and divers, as well of her Majeſty's ſervants, as other FE there — 
wich the body ſix of the Scotiſh train, as Melvin, the maſter of her houſhold, and 
phyſician, and others: the body with che elofures weighed nine hundred weight, 
which being carried, and attended orderly by the ſaid perfons, was committed to the 
ground in the vault appoitited, and immediately the vault was covered, ſaving a 
ſmall hole left open for the ſtaves to be broken into. There was at that time not 
any offices of he 44 ſervice done, the biſhop being ready to have executed 
therein; but it was, by all that were preſent, as well Scotiſh as others, thought 
and agreed, that it ſhould be done at the day and time of ſolemnity. Upon 
onday in the afternoon, came to Peterburgh all the lords and ladies, and other 
aſſiſtants appointed, and at the biſhop's palace was prepared a great ſupper for 
them, where all at one table ſupped in the great chamber being hanged with black, 
where was a ſtate ſet on the right fide thereof of purple velvet.

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The W dan ſettled, the prebends, and the quire, which received them 
-at the church- door, ſung an antheme;, the Scotiſh, all, ſaving Mr. Melvin, de- 
parted, 'and would not tarry at ſermon or ceremonies. The biſhop of Lincoln 
preached, out of that Pſalm xxxix, 5, 6, 7, ** Lord let me know mine end,” &c. 
« Who ſhall gather them,” &c. In the prayer, when he gave thanks for ſuch as 
were ttanſlated out of this vale of miſery, he uſed theſe words: Let us give 
thanks for the happy diſſolution of the high and mighty princeſs Mary late queen 
of Scotland, and Dowager of France, of whoſe life and death, at this time, 1 
have not much to ſay, becauſe I was not acquainted with the one, neither was 1 
preſent at the other : I will not enter into judgment further, but becauſe it hath 
been ſignified unto me that ſhe truſted to be ſaved by the blood of Chriſt, we muſt 
hope well of her ſalvation : for, as father Luther was wont to ſay, many one that 
liveth a Papiſt, dieth a Proteſtant.” In the diſcourſe of his text, he only dealt 
with general doctrine of the vanity of all fleſh. The ſermon ended, the offering 
of the chief mourner and hatchments were received by the biſhop of Pererburgh, 
and the offerings of the reſt, by the dean; which ended, the mourners departed. 
The ceremony of burial was done by the dean, the officers breaking their ſtayes, 
and caſting them into the vault upon the coffin: and ſo they departed to the 
biſhop's houſe, where was a great feaſt appointed accordingly : the concourſe of 
people was of many thouſands, and after dinner the nobles departed away every one 
— his own home. The maſter of the wardrobe paid to the church for the 
breaking of the ground in the quire, and making the grave, 1ol. And for the

HER bodie was brought in a contch (about one hundred attending thereon) 


- from Fotheringham caſtell, upon Sonday at night, the biſhop of Peterborough, the 


deane, the prebendes, and the reſt meeting the ſame at the bridge; being not far 
from the town, and ſo conveighed it to the biſhop's pallace ; and from thence upon 


Tueſday, being Lammas-day, was carried to the church, where ſhe was buried on 


the South fide of the hearſe, by torch-light. | | 

The hearſe was made field.bed wiſe, the vallance of blacke velvet, with a golde 
fringe, the top of the imperiall covered with baies : about it was ſet ten pokes, 
In my defence God me defend, with ten ſcutcheons, greate and litle, and at the toppe 
2 double one with a crowne imperiall thereupon. The ſupporters, unicornes, with 


one hundred penons or litle flags: it was impaled with baies, and in it 14 ſtooles, 
with blacke velyet cuſhions : upon the pillars ſuſtaining the imperial of the hearſe, 
the which were all covered with velvet, were fixed ſcutchions, bearing either a red 
lion alone, or els parted with the armes of France, or with the armes of Ow 
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Lineaux. The church and chancell were hanged with bayes and ſcutzhions as at 
other funerals. The mourners came out of the biſhop's palace, being ſet in 
order by the heralds, thus: Firſt, one hundred releevants, poore old women, 
for the moſt part widowes, in black cloth gewnes, with an ell of white 
Holland over their heades, which they had for their labor, and nine ſhillings 
apiece in monie: theſe divided themſelves in the bodie of the church, and ſtood.” 
halfe on the one ſide, and half on the other, and there ſtood during the whole 
ſolemnitie. At the church-doore the ſinging men and quiriſters met the mourners 
with a pſalme, and led them the way into the chancel, continuing ſinging with 
the organs untill the ſermon began. Then followed two yeomen, viz. the ſherife's 
bailiefe, and the bailiefe of Peterborough, with black ftaves, and after them 
mourning coates. Then fir Nicholas Savell in a mourning gowne, carricing the 
great ftandard, viz. a eroſs in a field Azur: the ſtreamer, an unicorne Argent in a 
field of Gules, a poeſie written: © In my defence God me defend.” Then fol- 
lowed mourning cloakes by two and two, a greate number, whereof the firſt were 
late the queene's officers, and after them mourning gownes : among thele officers of 
her houſe, was a French Jeſuit, her confeffor, with a golden crucifix about his 
neck, which he did weare openly, and being tolde that the people murmured and 
diliked at it, he ſaid, he would do it, though he died for it.” Thus wee may ſee 
how obdurate their hearts are in malice, and how obſtinate they ſhewe themſelves 
in vaine toĩes and ſuperſtitious trifles of their owne imaginations. | 
Then the deane, next the two biſhops of Peterborough and Lincolne, the lord 
Witoughby of Parham, the lord Mordant, the lord Compton, Sir Thomas Cicel, 
all fower in gownes, with white ſtaves, repreſenting the ſteward, chamberlain, 
treaſurer, and comtroller: after theſe fixteen Scottes and Frenchmen, which had 
bin officers in her houſe : then fir Andrew Nowel alone, carieng the banner of 
Scotland : then Percullis the harralde, bearing the crowne and creſt, thereon -a a2 
red lion rampant, crowned, holding a ſword, the point upward, the helmet over» + 
nantled Guiles pondered Ermine : then the target by Roge Dragon: the fword by 
Yorke : the coat of armes by Somerſet. Then Clarenceaux, with a gentleman at 
mes. Then followed the coffin, covered with a paule of velvet, fix ſcutchions 
fixed thereon, upori the head whereof ſtood a crowne of gold, fix gentlemen 
dearing the corps under a velvet canapie, borne by theſe fower knights; viz. 
ir Thomas Manners, fir John Haſtings, fir James Harrington, and fir John 
Unightlie: eight other banorets, borne by eight ſquires, fower on either ſide of 
he coffin. After the corps came the heade mourner, the counteſſe of Bedford, 
tſted by the two earles of Rutland and Lincolne ; the lady Saint John's, of Baſing, 
tearing her traine. Then followed, by two and two, other Ladies; the lad 
Talbot, the lady Mordant, the lady Savell, the lady Manners, the lady Cecill, 
the lady Montague, the lady Nowell.

- .The ſermon. ended, a long piece of velyet, and a.cuſhion, was carried and laide 
for the counteſſe to go and kneel. upon, hard before the biſhop's feete ; then, by 
the king, of harralds were carried the four officers with their white ſtares, and 
placed two at the top, of the {taires, under the biſhop, and two beneath them. 
Then the tuo principal barralds fetched up the Counteſſe, the two earles leading 
her, and the lady Saint John's bearing up her train: there ſhe kneeled awhile, 
and then all returned to their places; this was the firſt offering {not that Brakenburie 
went this time before her). The two. carles placed without the pale, before the 
counteſſe, one of the kinges of harralds fetched from the hearſe the coat armor, 
brought it downe to the other king of harralds, and he delivered it to the two 
_ earls; they carried it (obeiſance being, done to the counteſſe) to the biſhop, and 
kifſed it ondeliveting-it. A third harrald tooke it of the biſhop, and laid it downe 
on the altar; the ſword, the target, the helmet, crowne, and creſt, in like ſort, 
was all done by the two earles, kiſſing their hands before them: then were the two 
banners. carried, by one after another, ſeverally, by thoſe that brought them, and 
ſo, ſet upon the altar, leaning to the wal, the other eight bannerets were put into 
the hearſe,, as they ſtood.

My Lord,” ſaid the queene of Scotts, “ I will give my word (although yt be 
but dead), that they ſhall not deſerve blame in anie the accuſations you have named, 
But, alas, poor ſouls, yt would doe them good to bidd their miſtreſs farewell: 
and I hope,“ ſaid ſhe further to the ſaid earle of Kent,“ your miſtreſs (meaning her 
majeſtic) being a mayden queene, will -youchſafe, in regard of womanhood, that 1 
ſhall have ſome of myne own people about me at my deathe. And 1 knowe,” ſaide 
he, “your miſtris hath not given you anie ſuch ſtraight commiſſion, but that you 
might graunt me a requeſt of far greater courtiſie than this, if I were a woman of 
farre meaner calling than the queene of Scotts.” And then perceiving ſhe ſhould 
not obtaine her requeſt. without ſome difficultie, of meere greife ſhe burſt ont into 
teares, ſaying, © I am coſen to your queene, and deſcended from the bloud -royall 
of Henry the Seventh; and a married queene of Fraunce ; and an annoynted 
queene of Scotland.” At which time, upon great conſultation had betwixt the 
two earles, and others in commiſſion, it was permitted that ſhe ſhould have ſome 
of her ſervants about her, according as before ſhe had inſtantlie intreated; and 
vithall did deſire her to make choiſe of half a dozen of her beſt beloved men and 
women. And then of her men ſhe did chooſe, Melvin, her apothecary, her 
ſurgeon, and another old man befides z and of her women fhe did chooſe two that 
did uſe to lie in her chamber. After this the ſaid queene, being ſupported by 
two of Sir Amyas Pawlet's gentlemen (as aforeſaid), and Melyyn carrying up her 
traine, being accompanied with the lords, knights, gentlemen, and ſherifte goeing 
before her (as aforeſaid), paſſed out of the entrie into the hall of the ſaid caſtle 
of Fotheringaie, with an unapaled countenance, and without anie terrour of the 
place, the perſons, or the preparations then and there made for her death, ſtept 
upto the ſcaffold in the fame hall, being two feete highe, and twelve foote broad, 
with railes round about, hanged and covered with blacke, with a lowe ftoole, a a 
faire long cuſhin, and a blocke covered alſo with blacke. Then, having the ſtool 
brought her, ſhe ſatte downe, and on the right hand of her ftood the earle of 
| Kent and the earle of Shrewſburie, and on the left hand Mr. Andrewes the 
ſheriffe, and oppoſite before her ſtood the two executioners, ani round about the 
tales of the ſkaffold ſtood knights, gentlemen, and others. | 
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Then {lence being made, the queene's majeſties commiſſion was read opentie, 
by Mr. Beale, clarke of the counſell ; which done, ke with a loud voice 

faid, God ſave the Queen!” During the reading of which commiſſion, the (aig 
yueene Was yery filent, liſtening unto it with ſo careleſs a regard, as if it had not 
concerned her at all; naie rather, with ſo merrie and cheerefull a countenance 23 
yf it had been a pardon for her lief from her majeſtie, and withall uſed ſuch a 
ſtraungenes in her words and deeds, as if that ſhe had never knowne anie of the 


aſſemhlie, nor had byn anie thing ſeene in the Engliſhe language. | 
Then Mr. Doctor Fletcher, deane of Peterborough, ſtanding directlie before 


her, without the railes, bending his bodie with great reverence, uttered this 
exhortacon following ; 1 I 1 . | 

c Madame, The Queene's moſt excellent Majeſtie (whome God long preſerve to 
reigne over us) having (notwithſtanding this preparacon for the execaTon of juſtice, 
juſtlie to be done upon you, for your manic treſpaſſes again her ſacred peiſon,

All the aſſemblie (ſaving the ſaid-queene and her ſervants) ſaid this praier after 
Mr. Deane ; during the ſaying of which praier, the queene herſeelf fat upon a 
ſtoole, having about her necke an Agnus Dei, in one of her handes a crucifixe, 
at her girdle a paire of beades, with a golden croſfe at thend of them, with a 
Latin booke of vaine praiers in her hand, De beate Marie officis. Thus furniſhed 
with her ſuperſtitious trumperie, without anie regard had unto that which Mr. 
Deane ſaide, ſhe: began verie faſtlie, with teares and a loud voice, to praie in La- 
tine, and in the midſt of her praying, by reafon of overmuch weeping and mourn- 
ing (as it ſeemed), ſhe began to ſlide from of her ſtoole ; at which time, kneeling, 
againe ſaid divers other praiers in Latine, and fo ſhe left praying before Mr. Deane. 
When Mr. Deane had done, ſhe kneeled downe againe, and praied in Engliſh for 
Chriſt's afflicted churche, and for an end of her troubles, aud for her ſonne, and 
* for thequeene's majeltie, and deſired God that ſhe might proſper, and ſerve God 
aright; that ſpoke, ſhe ſaid ſhe hoped to be ſaved by and in the bloud of Jeſus

Then ſaide the earle of Kent, Madame, I beſeeche you fettle Jeſus Chriſt in

Then the ſeemed little or nothing to regard the good counſell of the ſaide earte 
of Kent, but went forward with her praiers ; and, in the concluſion thereof, in

the faid, “ that ſhe forgave her enemies with alt her hart, who had long ſought 
ber bloud, and deſired God to convert them to the truth.”

then ſhe began to kiſſe her crucifixe, and to croſſe her ſeelf, ſaying theſe wordes,

nv me, I beſecche thee, into thy armes ob mercie, and forgive me all my finnes,” 
Then the two executioners kneeted down unto: her, and deſired her to forgive 
them her death: ſhe anſwered; © I forgive you with all my hart, for I hope this 
death ſhall give an end to all my troubles“ { 

Then they with her two women, helping of her up, began to diſrobe her; and 
hen ſhe laid her crucifix upon the ſtoole, one of the executioners took from her 
necke the Agnus Dei ; then ſhe began to laie hold of yt, ſaying, ſhe would giye 
it to one of her women, and withall told the executioner that he ſhould have 
monie for yt. Then ſhe ſuffered them, with her two women, to take of her chaine 
of pomander beades, and all her other apparrell, and then, with a kind of glad: 
nes and ſmileing, ſhe began to make berſelfe unreadie, putting on a paire of 
flceves with her own bandes, which the two executioners before had rudelie put 
of, and that with ſuch ſpeed as if ſhe longed: to have byn gone out of the world. 
During all thes accions -of diſrobeing of the faid queene, ſhe never altered her 
countenance,: but ſmileing.(as yt were) at yt, ſaid, © ſhe never had ſuch groomes 
before to make her unreadie, nor never did put of her clothes before ſuch com- 

any.” At length ſhe being unattired, and unapparrelled of ſuch and ſo much of 

er attire and apparrell as was convenient, ſavinge her petticote and kirtle; her 
two women, looking upon her, burſt out into a very great and pittyful ſkreekin 
crying, and lamentation: and, when their ſkreking began to decline, they crofled 
themſelves, and praied in Lattin. i 1 | 

Then the ſaid queene, turning her ſeelf to them, and ſeeing them in ſuch a 
mournefull and lamentable plight, imbraced them, and ſaid theis words in French, 
Ne cry vous, jay prome pour vous, and fo croſſed and kiſſed them, and bid them 
< praie for her, and not to be ſo mournfull; for (faide ſhe) this daie ſhall end your 
miltris troubles.” Then, with a ſmileing countenance, ſhe turned her ſeelf to her 
' men. ſervaunts, Melvyn and the reſt, ſtanding upon a benche neare unto the ſcaf- 
fold, who were ſometimes weepinge and ſometimes crying out aloud ; and conti- 

nuallie croſſing themſelves, and praied in Lattin; and the ſaid queene (thus turned 
unto them) did herſeelf likewiſe croſſe them, and bid them farewell, and. praicd 

them to praie for her even to the laſt houre. - 13 
This donne, one of her women, having a Corpus Chriſti clothe, lapped it up 

three · cornerwiſe, and kiſſed yt, and put it over the face of her queene and miſtris,

Then the two women mournfully departed from her, and then the ſaid queene 
kneeled downe upon the cuſhion, at which time, verie reſolutely, and without

Then groaping for the blocke, ſhe laid down her heade, putting her chaine 
over her back with both her handes, which holdeing there ſtill, had byn cut of 
had they not byn eſpied. Then ſhe laid herſelf upon the blocke moſt quietlie, 
and ſtretching out her armes and leggs, cried out, In manus tuas, Domine, &c. three 
or four times. At laſt, while one of the executioners held her ſtraightlie with one 
of his handes, the other gave two ſtrokes with an axe, before he did cut of her 
heade, and yet left a little griſtle behind; at which time ſhe made verie ſmale 
noy ſe, and ſtirred not anie part of herſelf from the place where ſhe laie.

Then ſaid Mr. Deane, So periſh all the queene enemies! And, afterwards, 
the earle of Kent came to the dead bodie, and ſtanding over yt, with a loud 
voice, likewiſe ſaid, Such end happen to all the queene's and the goſpell's 
enemies.” | | ; 

Then one of the executioners pulling of her garters, efpied her little dogge, 
which was under her clothes, which could not be gotten forth but by force, and 
afterwards would not depart from her dead cofpes, but came and laid between her 
head and ſhoulders (a thing diligentlie noted}: the fame dog, being imbrued 
with her bloud, was carried awaie, and waſhed, as all things els were that had 
mie bloud, except thoſe things which were burned. The executioners were ſent 
waie with monie for their fees, not having anie one thing that belonged unto her. 
Afterwards everie one was commaunded forth of the hall, ſaveing the ſheriff and 
his men, who carried her up into a great chamber, made readie for the ſurgeons 
to embalme her, and there ſhe was embalmed, &e. | | 

And thus, I hope (my verie good Lord), 1 have certifted your honour of all 
xccions, matters, and circumſtances, as did proceed from her, or anie others, at 
ber death, wherein I doe promiſe unto your good lordſhipp, (if not in ſome. 
detter or worſe wordes than were ſpoken I am miſtaken ſomewhat) in matter I 
have not anie thing offended ; howbeit I will nor ſo juſtiſie my duty herein, but 
that many things might well have been omitted, as not worthie the noteing; yet,

that behalfe, in the morning, and made a great feaſt at dinner, and the Deane

AFTER the arrival of the Comtilicncry on the 12th of October, a ſermon 
was preached before them by the Dean of Peterborough.

« We are not clearly certain of the founder of the ſchool, but have reaſon to

HISTORY or FOTHERINGAY. 


Communicated by Joun Swan, Eſq. of Wansford. 


Extract of the Survey of Fotheringhay, taken in the year 1625, being the 21ſt 
of king James the Firſt, by John Biggs, gent. ſurveyor-general to the right 
honourable lord Mountjoy Blount, lord Monjoy, lord of the ſaid manor, accord- 
ing to his commandment, as alſo by the oaths. of Robert Guillims, William 


Newſtead, James Roſſe, Thomas Weſtberry, Thomas Goodyeare, William Roſſe, 
Richard Elderton, James Head, John Norfolke, Samuel Roſſe, Charles Preſton, 


Robert Lamblie, and Gamaliel Berridge, tenants of the ſaid manor, being ſworn 


at a general court-leet, with the court baron and ſurvey of the ſaid lord Mount- 
joy, holden there on the 3d of April, in the year abovementioned. 


THIS manor lieth in Willow-brook hundred, within the perambulation of the 
foreſt of Rockingham, in the bailiwick of Cliff; and yer 1s, and hath been, during 
the memory of man, free from all manner of taxes. It is moſt pleaſantly ſituated, 
environed about on every ſide with goodly and ſpacious meadows upon the River 
Avon or Nen. The caſtle and town of Fotheringhay was, in the time of Henry III. 
ſurprized by William, earl of Aumarle, in the time of the Barons wars, and the 
country about it laid waſte, at which time it belonged to the earls of Huntingdon, 
who were of the blood royal of Scotland, long after the 14th of Edward III. 
The ſame king Edward III. granted unto William Bohum earl of Northampton, 
and the heirs of his body, among other things, the caſtle and manor of Fother- 


inghay, with the appurtenances, which Mary de Santo Paulo, who was the wife 


of Audomar de Valentia, late earl of Pembroke, held for term of her life. 


Afterwards, king Edward III. aſſig ned it for an inheritance to his ſon Edmund of 


Langley, duke of York, who re-edified the caſtle, and made the Fetterlock there,

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which is ſo famous, and all the glaſs· windows are garniſhed with the ſame; which 
Horſe Fetterlock, both of itſelf, and with the Faulcon in it, was his badge, 

His ſon, Edward duke of York, in the 2d year of Henry V, 1415, founded 
there à paſling fair collegiate church, wherein himſelf, when he was flain at the 
battle of Agincourt, as alſo Richard Duke of York his brother's ſon, who lott his 
life at Wakefield, and Cecily Nevill his wife, had ſumptuous tombs, which are 
ſubverted, together with the upper part of the church. Yet, in memory of them, 
queen Elizabeth commanded two monuments to be erected in that part of the 
church which now ſtandeth.” *, | | 

Near Swan's Neſt was a ford called Oxford, upon the river Nen.

Two acres of meadow, called the Caſtle Meadow, lying in Warmington, are 
mentioned in the ſaid ſurvey, as lett for 40s. per annum. 

At the time of the ſaid ſurvey, the college of Fotheringhay was in the tenure 
and occupation of Sir William Beecher, knight, value 330 1. per annum; liberi 
renentes, Sir William Beecher, Thomas Elmes, Eſq. Sir Francis Fane, the heirs 
of Auguſtine Nichols, knight, hold freely the manor of Faxton. Lucy Carr, 
daughter of Sir Edward Carr, knight, holdeth freely the manor of Upton 1n the 
county of Huntingdon, of the caſtle and manor of Fotheringhay. | 

_ The ſite of this manor is within the outer caſtle wall; the caſtle is the capital 
houſe of the manor, having been ſometimes the manſion-houſe of the dukes of 
Tork. It is very ſtrongly. built of ſtone, moated about with a double moat z having 
the River Nen on the South fide, which ſerves for the outer moat ; and the Mill- 
brook on the Eaſt fide, between the Little Park and the caſtle-yard, called the old 
orchard or garden, ſerving for the outer moat on that fide : between which Mill- 
1 5 and the caſtle hath been a great pond landed up on the Eaſt ſide of the 
caſtle. 3 

The gate and fore-front of the houſe looks right North, and as ſoon as you 
are paſt the inner draw- bridge, at the gate there is a pair of ſtairs, leading up to 
ſome fair lodgings, and up higher to the Ward - robe, and ſo to the Fetterlock *

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the top of a mount on the North-weſt corner of the caſtle, which is built of 8 or 
16 ſquare, with chambers, lower and upper ones, round about, but ſomewhat de- 
cayed ; and ſo are the leads on the top in the very midſt of the round yard, In 
the ſame there has been a well now landed up. When you come down again, and 
go towards the hall which is wonderfully ſpacious, there is a goodly and a fair 
court within the midſt of the caſtle. On the left hand is the chapel, and goodly 
lodgings, the great dining-room, a large room, at this preſent well garniſhed with 

pictures; next the hall are the buttery and kitchen; and at the other end of the 
kitchen a yard convenient for wood and ſuch like purpoſes, with large brew-houſes 
and bake-houſes, and ſuch like convenient houſes for offices: from the going out 
of that yard there is a great yard, half compaſſing- in the caſtle, going round about 
to the firſt gate, and a great barn on the Weſt fide of the ſaid yard; a gate-houſe 
and another ruinous houſe in the Eaſt corner of the ſame, which yard, with the 
old orchard and a room in the caſtle, Mr. Anthony Mouldeſworth holdeth by 
ſufferance without paying any rent; alſo, to the caſtle belongeth a large houſe 
built with ſtone, with two fair courts and a back-ſide, with barns and ſtables, ſtand- 
ing at the Eaſt end of the town, called the New-Inn, and by ſome the Old Inn, -- 


but moſt properly the ſtables, containing a hall, a parlor, a kitchen, divers other
